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Summary 

The  value  of  U.S.   trade  in  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  reached  a  new 
high  in  1970.     Imports  valued  at  $1.3  billion  and  exports  valued  at  $0.6  billion 
exceeded  their  previous  1969  highs  by  12  percent.     Principally  responsible  for 
this  increase  in  U.S.   trade  were  larger  animal  fat  exports  and  greater  boneless 
beef  imports. 


Exports 

The  major  U.S.   livestock  exports  in  order  of  importance  are  animal  by-products, 
red  meats,  and  finally  live  animals. 

In  calendar  year  1970,  exports  of  animal  by-products  were  valued  at  $479.4  mil- 
lion— up  more  than  $80  million  from  the  previous  year.     Almost  all  of  the 
increase  is  attributed  to  greater  inedible  tallow  and  lard  exports.  Inedible 
tallow  and  grease  exports  in  1970  totaled  2.2  billion  pounds  and  were  valued  at 
$197  million  compared  with  1.9  billion  pounds  in  1969  valued  at  $138  million. 
Most  of  the  increase  was  due  to  larger  shipments  to  the  EC  and  Poland.  Japan 
is  our  largest  market  for  inedible  tallow  and  grease,  but  exports  to  this  country 
at  446  million  pounds  were  at  a  7-year  low. 


Lard  exports  continued  their  upward  trend  in  both  quantity  and  value.  Valued 
at  $46  million  and  totaling  366  million  pounds,   lard  exports  were  up  almost  80 
percent  in  value  and  almost  40  percent  in  volume  from  their  1969  levels.  Ex- 
ports to  the  U.K.,  our  largest  market,   totaled  259  million  pounds—up  over  70 
million  pounds  from  the  187  million  exported  to  the  U.K.   in  1969. 

Red  meats  are  the  second  largest  category  of  livestock  exports.     Red  meat 
exports  valued  at  $61  million  were  down  35  percent  from  the  1969  high  of  $94 
million.     The  volume,   at  108  million  pounds,  was  down  44  percent.     All  of  the 
fall  in  volume  and  value  came  from  reduced  pork  exports  to  Canada  and  Japan 
because  of  production  recoveries  in  these  countries.     In  1970  Japan  took  only  16 
million  pounds  of  fresh  or  frozen  pork  compared  with  56  million  pounds  the  previ 
our  year,   and  Canada  took  18  million  pounds  compared  with  55  million  in  1969. 

Live  animal  exports  rank  behind  by-products  and  red  meats  in  importance.  Cattle 
and  calves  are  the  primary  live  animal  export,   and  valued  at  $29  million  in  1970 
they  were  up  about  75  percent  from  the  level  of  a  year  earlier.     The  increase  in 
value  was  a  direct  result  of  the  increase  in  the  number  exported  to  Canada. 
During  November  and  December  U.S.   live  cattle  exports  to  Canada,  which  had  been 
averaging  800  head  per  month,    increased  sharply.     During  November  alone  14,017 
head  were  exported  to  Canada,   1,039  head  of  which  were  for  breeding  purposes. 
In  December,   44,801  head  were  exported  to  Canada,   2,355  head  of  which  were  for 
breeding  purposes. 


Imports 

The  major  U.S.   livestock  imports  in  order  of  importance  are:   red  meats,  by- 
products, and  live  animals. 

In  calendar  year  1970,   red  meat  imports  valued  at  almost  $1.0  billion  were 
about  $150  million  above  their  year  earlier  level.     Imports  of  boneless  beef, 
the  major  red  meat  import,    totaled  1,083  million  pounds — up  10  percent  from  the 
previous  year  and  were  responsible  for  most  of  the  increase  in  the  value  of 
livestock  imports.     Australia  and  New  Zealand  supply  almost  70  percent  of  the 
boneless  beef  imported.     Mexico,   Ireland,   Canada,   and  the  Central  American 
countries  are  the  other  major  suppliers  of  this  product. 

Imports  of  fresh,   chilled,  or  frozen  beef,  veal,  mutton  and  goat  meats  are 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  1964  Meat  Import  Law.     On  January  12,  1970, 
the  major  supplying  countries  agreed  to  a  voluntary  restraint  program  which 
would  limit  U.S.   imports  of  meat  subject  to  the  Law  to  1,061.5  million  pounds. 
On  June  30,   the  President  invoked  quotas  under  the  Meat  Import  Law,  but  simul- 
taneously suspended  them  because  of  overriding  economic  conditions.     At  this 
time,  a  new  voluntary  restraint  program  was  announced  at  1,140  million  pounds. 

On  October  7,   the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced  that  the  fourth  quarterly 
estimate  of  meat  imports  subject  to  the  Law  was  1,160  million  pounds.  The 
increase  of  20  million  pounds  was  based  largely  on  revisions  in  the  estimated 
imports  from  Canada,  which  was  not  a  participant  in  the  voluntary  restraint 
program.     In  calendar  year  1970,   imports  of  meats  for  consumption  subject  to 
the  Meat  Import  Law  were  1,170.4  million  pounds  including  meat  inspection 
rejections  of  17.4  million  pounds. 
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An  interesting  development  in  1970  was  the  increased  quantity  of  beef  and  veal 
imports  for  consumption  entering  in  the  form  of  prepared  items  (TSUS  No. 
107.6020).     Prepared  items  are  not  subject  to  the  Meat  Import  Law.     In  1970, 
U.S.   imports  of  these  items  totaled  26  million  pounds- — up  substantially  from 
the  nearly  2.5  million  pounds  imported  in  1969.     Of  the  total  quantity  imported 
in  1970,  Honduras  supplied  41  percent  and  Nicaragua  26  percent. 

Imports  of  canned  hams  and  shoulders  totaled  252  million  pounds  surpassing  the 
previous  1969  high  of  233  million  pounds  by  about  8  percent.     Most  of  the  1970 
increase  was  due  to  greater  entries  from  Denmark  which  totaled  104  million 
pounds  compared  with  93  million  in  1969.     In  early  1970  Rumania  and  Bulgaria 
were  added  to  the  list  of  countries  eligible  to  ship  preserved  meats  and  meat 
products  to  the  United  States.     We  had  expected  some  canned  hams  and  shoulders 
from  these  countries,  but  there  were  no  arrivals  in  1970. 

Animal  by-products  are  the  second  most  important  livestock  import.     Valued  at 
$175  million,  by-product  imports  were  down  almost  $35  million  from  their  1969 
level.     Most  of  the  decline  was  in  the  wool  category,   the  most  important  animal 
by-product  import.     In  1970  wool  imports  valued  at  $88  million  were  down  27 
percent  from  the  $119  million  of  1969.     The  quantity  of  wool  imported  totaled 
only  153  million  pounds  compared  with  189  million  pounds  in  1969. 

Cattle,  mostly  stockers  and  feeders  from  Canada  and  Mexico,  are  the  principal 
live  animal  import.     In  1970,  live  cattle  imports,  although  not  at  a  record 
high,  were  about  125,000  head  greater  than  the  1.0  million  head  imported  in 
1969.     Most  of  this  increase  came  from  March  through  June,  following  Mexico's 
decision  to  export  300,000  head  of  heifers  to  the  United  States  as  a  result  of 
a  continued  drought.     Previously,  Mexico  had  permitted  the  export  only  of  steers 
and  bulls. 

As  a  result  of  improved  feed  conditions  in  Western  Canada  and  favorable  U.S. 
pork  prices,  live  hog  imports  from  Canada  at  almost  68,000  head  in  1970  showed 
a  five-fold  increase  over  the  previous  year's  level.     Most  of  this  movement 
occurred  between  the  months  of  June  and  August  and  petered  out  at  the  end  of 
the  year.
